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NOTE 


SOME of the Grails and Alleluyas in this little volume appeared in ‘A 

Selection of Offices, Grails & Alleluyas,’ publifhed eight yearsago. Since 
then, a complete collection of the Offices (Introits) nas been iffued feparately. 
To meet an increafing demand for greater variety in the department of 
ornate Plain-Chant, a larger and more reprefentative felection of Grails and 
Alleluyas is now put forth, to which moft of the Traéts for Septuagefima 
and Lent have been added. 

It fhould be mentioned that, while the Sarum mufical tradition has been 
confiftently followed in thefe adaptations, other MSS. (moftly Englifh) have 
alfo been confulted, efpecially in cafes where the true reading feemed doubtful: 
alfo that the gwi/i/ma, though not found in Englifh MSS. of the xijth cent, 
onwards, has been occafionally introduced in note-groups where an ordinary 
{quare note would have conveyed an incorreét notion of the phrafing. 

The Grails and Alleluyas which were given in the previous Selection 
have now been thoroughly revifed, and the compofite-groups in all cafes 
have been carefully fpaced, in accordance with the lateit refearches. 


DIRECTIONS 


THE Gram is intoned (except on Double Feafts) by two boys from a 

lettern, the Quire repeating the Intonation, & continuing as far as the Y. 
The boys chaunt the Y., after which the Quire repeat the firft part. But if 
it is thought defirable, this repetition may be difpenfed with, in which cafe 
the Quire will join in the laft few words of the Y., as indicated by the 
double bar. On Double Feafts the place of the boys is fupplied by three 
Clerks, and the repetition after the V. is not made, except when the fenfe 


of the words requires it (cf. p. 61). 


The Attetvya is intoned by two Clerks from the fame lettern as that 
ufed for the Grail. The Quire repeat -4//e/uya, and continue with the 
neuma. 'Vhe Clerks chaunt the Y., the Quire joining in the final words, 
as fhewn by the double bar. The Alleluya is once more intoned by the 
Clerks, the Quire continuing with the zewma only. 

From Low Sunday to the Feaft of Pentecoft inclufive the Grail is dif- 
continued, and fo Alleluyas with their VY. are fung. When this happens, 
the firft Alleluya is not repeated after its V., but the Clerks proceed at once 
to the fecond Alleluya, the Quire continuing with the zewma only. After 
the fecond Y. the Alleluya is repeated as at other times. But whea a 


Sequence follows, the final xewma is omitted. 


The Tracr is normally fung by four Clerks, ftanding at the Quire-ftep, 
and intoning it all together. The latter part of the firft verfe, and all the 
fucceeding VY. are fung alternately by two and two, all joining in the laft 
few words of the laft V., as fhewn by the double bar. But on Ath Wednefday, 
Palm Sunday and Good Friday, it is fung by the whole Quire, verfe by 
verfe, from fide to fide,
